rm confused about rabies vaccinations for my dog and cat. I 
hear about 1 year, 2 year, and 3 year shots. What is the deal? 

Talk to your vet about the specifics of their wellness 
programs but the Massachusetts law requires that 
dogs and cats be vaccinated for rabies by 6 months of 
age. A booster shot should follow in 9 to 12 months. 
The second shot is good for 3 years assuming that the 
vaccine is licensed for 3 years. If the second shot is 
even a day late over the 12 month period the vaccine 
is automatically only legal for 1 year. So don't delay 
after getting a reminder card saying your pet is due for 
shots. 

The same law applies to cats but some people prefer 1 
year rabies in cats as 3 year vaccines contain a sub- 
stance that can cause cancer at the vaccination site in 
a very small percentage of cats. Again, talk to your vet 
about your preferences.

Water Regulations on Tap 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

New state regulations concerning the water 
supply for the town of Rochester led members of the 
town's Water Commission as well as representatives from 
Tata and Howard, a water and wastewater consultant, to 
the Board of Selectmen meeting on Monday evening. 

According to Tata and Howard Vice President 
Patrick O'Neale, the new regulations will have an effect 
on 200-plus homes in town that have public water. 

"Probably in the long run, [the new regulations] 
will affect the town itself," O'Neale said. 

According to O'Neale, re-permitting that is set 
to take place in 2015 for towns who purchase water will 
eventually put restrictions on the amount of water used 
by homes that have public water. 

"With re-permitting, there's going to be pressure 
on the water suppliers to limit withdrawals," O'Neale

said. "If you limit water use, and you have the same 
expenses, then the water rates will go up. There will be 
some trickle-down effect when that happens." 

According to O'Neale, the state had already 
extended water permits from 2011 until 2013, and then 
again in 2013 until 2015. 

The potential limits could involve limitations 
involving droughts, when the state can limit the use of 
water. Currently, when there is a drought, someone with 
public water can water his or her lawn every other day. 
Under the new standards, they would only be permitted 
to water once a week and not between the hours of 9:00 
am - 5:00 pm. There would also be a list of other potential 
changes to accompany the new water restrictions. 

"That change is coming in the form of a new 
bylaw," O'Neale said. "It's a pretty big change when 
you're coming to communities that are used to watering 
their lawns." 

Town officials and the representatives on hand 
said that they would continue to meet with the town to 
determine what changes they need to make in the future 
regarding the re-permitting and subsequent changes. 

In other news. Finance Committee Chairman 
Kristian Stoltenberg was on hand to discuss the potential 
proactive hiring of a full-time assessor for the Town for 
Fiscal Year 2015, something that he says that the Board of

"There is no attempt on our part to tell the Board 
of Assessors how to run themselves/' Stoltenberg said. He 
said that they were merely asking for a meeting to discuss 
the potential for a full-time assessor, but so far, they have 
not cooperated. 

"We just want to have a free-flowing discussion," 
Stoltenberg said. "All Fm asking is for a little bit of 
consideration." 

According to Massachusetts' general laws, the 
decision to hire or not hire someone lies with the Board of 
Assessors themselves.

Diana Knapp of the Board of Assessors was 
on hand to represent them, and she read a letter from 
the Board basically stating that, at this point, they were 
unwilling to consider hiring someone new, although they 
were open to having members of the Finance Committee 
attend their next meeting.

necessity of keeping North Street a designated scenic 
byway 

Walter and Cecile Callahan, 86 North Street, 
appeared before the Board along with Tree Warden 
Roland Cote and Highway Supervisor Barry Denham 
to present their reasons for requesting the approval to 
remove 11 locust trees from the property. 

Cote noted for the Board, who deferred to his 
expertise on this topic, that a cluster of natural growing 
locust trees were problematic for the homeowners and 
represented a safety hazard for them and other motorists. 
He said that exiting the driveway of the property was 
particularly difficult because the trees didn't allow a clear 
line of sight for motorists on North Street or the residents 
as they attempted to exit. 

Denham offered that many of the trees could be 
removed, as many as nine, which would allow for the best 
specimens to grow to their full glory accomplishing both 
what the residents want, which is better access to their 
property, and what the scenic requirement is, keeping 
trees along North Street. 

Cote said that many of the trees, which are 
presently tagged and sprayed-painted, should be 
removed so that the best ones could flourish. 

Denham said, "They are just shading other trees."

Both experts said that four trees should be kept but the 
rest harvested. The wood could be recycled. 

'It's a pruning operation/' Denham said. 

However, Ruth Bates of Abbey Lane, who is a 
former member of the Tree Committee, felt she would be 
remiss if she didn't come forward and question the sheer 
number of trees slated for removal. 

"I agree that some should be culled," she began, 
"but I find it troubling: I don't like the persistent cutting 
down of trees." She noted that the power utilities are in 
constant pruning mode along North Street and also said 
that, unlike the Village, North Street's status as a scenic 
byway doesn't seem to be as well respected. She opposed

owner Todd Zell. The revised plans show an access point 
coming in and on property adjacent to the restaurant 
parking area, now in a wooded area. None of the existing 
parking of the Wave Restaurant would be impacted by the 
project. 

The other substantial change in plans was the 
roadway in, out and through the proposed development. 
The previous roadway varied from 22 to 24 feet. At issue 
was whether a 49-foot ladder fire truck could make its 
way through the complex with the existing landscape 
design, as presented, in an effective and timely manner. 
The new design has the entire project having a 24-foot 
street width. 

"We needed to have a full 24-foot street width 
and a 100-foot radius for fire trucks that could handle a 
fire in the area with this density,'' Building Inspector Scott 
Shippee said. 'Tm glad to see that youVe addressed this 
concern.'' 

During the 14-year effort to develop the 40B 
Baywatch Realty Trust property, the Marion Conservation 
Commission, along with residents, were dismayed by the 
wetlands that would be shuttered from sunlight by the 
length of the bridge. 

"A wood bridge of that size was not a good 
option," said Shippee said. "This is a better proposal, 
if the radius of the fire truck is addressed and the 
landscaping on the turn is also modified to not interfere 
with the height of the truck which would turn at that 
bend." 

The public is welcome to view the plans, which 
contain considerable changes, at the Marion Town House, 
or at the meeting, and weigh in and provide comments on 
the proposed 92-unit development, which will take shape 
after permits are approved. 

At issue was whether the changes presented 
were substantial or insubstantial. Marion ZBA Chairman 
Eric Pierce deemed them substantial, prompting a 
public hearing to be held on July 25 at 7:45 pm at the 
Town House. The audience applauded his and the

open space designations, and they are eligible for lower 
taxes because the towns favor those types of activities, 
according to Commissioner Rosemary Smith. 

"From a conservation point, it doesn't have a lot 
of value," said Laurell Farinon, the town's Conservation 
Agent. 

Next, the Commission approved minor work 
to be done at both the Covanta SEMASS facility and at 
NSTAR electrical station 718 on Route 28 after both were 
determined to be reasonable and minor projects. 

The Commission's only recommendations were 
that they'd be notified before each and every phase of the 
construction on both sites. 

At SEMASS, workers will replace a temporary 
power line with a permanent one, and at the NSTAR 
facility, a new enclosure to accompany a pre-existing 
structure will be built.

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include a produce market and an ice cream window. 

Johnson - along with his architect, Anthi 
Frangiadis and Associates and GAF Engineering - 
overcame protestations from various members of the 
Planning Board during the site plan review, notably Ted 
North. 

''The abutters have absolutely no recourse, and 
this is going to have an impact on the quality of life, 
as well as resale value of their property,'' North said. 
"The ice cream window shouldn't be permitted, and the 
project's too big.

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more than 5,000 square feet, exceeding original plans, but 
included the roofline in that estimate. Johnson disagreed 
with North's measurements, and he didn't stop there. 

"The building will end up occupying 8 percent 
of the lot,'' Johnson said. "It is measured by the exterior 
walls, not by roofline - that's in your own bylaws. As 
far as a detriment to the neighborhood, that's absolutely 
ridiculous. That place is a dump, and I'm going to go in 
and clean it up. 

"This represents a significant investment in the 
neighborhood," he continued. "A produce market with 
or without an ice cream window is not going to affect 
property value in a negative way." 
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Johnson reminded the Planning Board that the 
abutter on each side of the Fieldstone Farms site supports 
the project. While an abutter across the street expressed 
concerns about the size and traffic issues, public input 
throughout the proceedings was largely positive. 

In approving the project 4-2, the Planning Board: 
limited the business hours to 9:00 am - 7:00 pm for the 
produce market and 9:00 am - 9:00 pm for the seasonal 
ice cream w^indow^; stipulated that no outside seating 
be installed; and amended acceptable market sales to 
"produce and grocery-related products." 

Johnson said that construction will begin soon, as 
he's aiming for a Spring 2014 opening. 

Elsewhere on the agenda, the Planning Board and 
the Energy Management Committee resumed discussion 
on the solar bylaw, which passed in part at Town Meeting 
in May and will see another vote at Fall Town Meeting - if 
the two sides can work together to craft a revised policy 
on residential installations. The Planning Board continued 
to seek more oversight in the process, while the EMC dug 
in its heels on resisting a special permit. The EMC did, 
however, add a requirement for abutter notification. 

"We came away [from Town Meeting] very 
enthusiastic, very close to a sweet spot between people 
in the town who want to do what they want with their 
backyards and people who want to regulate," EMC

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member Jennifer Francis said. "We came within four 
votes. It makes no sense to me to start all over again. We 
think you ought to consider the changes that we made to 
address criticisms and comments." 

As the meeting had exceeded three hours at this 
point. Planning Board members heard Francis out, but 
continued the discussion until August 5. 

"I don't want you to waste your time," Chairman 
Pat McArdle said, "because I don't even know if we're in 
the same place as you right now." 

In other news, McArdle reported that the Board 
is in communication with Cumberland Farms about its 
location at 406 Wareham Road. Marion is asking the gas 
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station and convenience store to add four parking spots, 
improve safety conditions and increase its operational 
efficiency. 

Overflow Crowd for Trailside Hearing 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals 
By Shawn Badgley 

Abutters and other residents came out in force 
on Thursday to register their opposition to a variance 
request by Coastal Realty and Development LLC for its 
Trailside Estates project. 

The developers were originally approved for the 
age-restricted condominiums on Snipatuit Road in 2006, 
but later received two cease and desist orders from the 
Rochester Planning Board for environmental concerns, 
which delayed and "effectively killed'' it, according to the 
LLC's attorney, Michael Kelley. The developers owe tens 
of thousands of dollars of back taxes on the land. 

In order to get the project "back on track" in 
a roller coaster housing market, Kelley asked that the 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals allow Coastal to 
remove the age restriction - 55 and older - for the condos, 
allowing other buyers to purchase units. Trailside' s 
plans call for 60 luxury units on 38.4 acres, and such 
infrastructure as drainage, gas, cable, septic and other 
utilities have already been installed. Principals said that 
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they have spent $1.3 million already, and that financing 
would be difficult - if not impossible - to secure for 
housing available only to those 55 and older. 

But a skeptical ZBA expressed concerns about 
the potential toll on Rochester's school system, while 
frustrated abutters lamented the noise, run-off, and 
other problems they say they have experienced since 
construction began more than five years ago. 

"I live right next door, and I was very much 
affected,'' Bruce Duffy said. "If this moves forward, and 
they get stuck again, where does that leave us?" 

Susan Owen agreed. 

"Every time there's bad weather, we're 
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underwater. It never used to be that way/' Owen said. 
'Tt's not fixed. We're just living with it.'' 

Owen and other neighbors said that they did not 
believe Coastal had operated in good faith, with several 
demanding that the developers pay their back taxes. 

'T had a thought in the back of my head from the 
beginning that the over 55 thing was a farce just to get the 
thing approval from the town," Owen said. "And now 
we're looking at more kids in our schools, more traffic and 
more flooding." 

After nearly an hour and a half of testimony, the 
ZBA voted to continue the hearing to August 1 at 7:30 pm. 
In the meantime, members said, the developers would 
have to consult the Treasurer and town bylaws before any 
cooperation from town officials would be a possibility.

Mattapoisett Bike Path Update 

In a recent conversation about bike path progress, 
Michael Gagne, Mattapoisett Town Administrator, stated 
that he was "hopeful'' that a finalized legal document will 
be presented to Mattapoisett Selectmen for signature at 
the August Board of Selectmen meeting. The document 
will formalize the gift of land by the YMCA to the town, 
and is the last document needed to be filed with the 
Massachusetts Department of Transportation before 
proceeding to the required public hearing and then to 
final construction plans. Gagne had met with Selectmen 
in executive session on July 9 to review specific aspects of 
the draft before providing direction to legal counsel. 

Friends of the Mattapoisett Bike Path are also 
"hopeful'' that all parties to this agreement will work 
expeditiously to execute it so that this long-delayed 
project can be put back on track. 

Is Mattapoisett a "bike friendly" town? Judging 
from the increase in bicyclists in the Village over the last 
few years, it would seem that yes, people find our town 
a very nice place to bike. If we could complete the bike 



path, improve some of our intersections and make better 
bike access from the north side of town, as well as create 
safer conditions for biking to our businesses, then we 
might say we are on the road to being bike friendly. What 
more does it take? Informed bicyclists who practice the 
rules of the road and safe cycling, motorists and bicyclists 
who willingly share the road, and a town government that 
supports policies and planning to make our infrastructure 
safer for bicyclists. 

The American League of Bicyclists (LAB) has a 
program called "Bike Friendly America." Communities 
across the nation are invited to apply for "Bike Friendly" 
status. It's free. The LAB provides a toolkit of projects, 
policies, programs and plans designed to make biking 
in our community better. Wouldn't it be great to arrive 
to our town's borders and see a sign that says "Welcome 
to Mattapoisett, a bike friendly community"? It's not 
unlike the Arbor Foundation's "Tree City USA" program. 
What we need to get started is a small group of people 
to participate in targeted activities that will result in our 
town being designated a Bike Friendly Community. Are 
you interested?

Shadow House, Part 2

Russell had become 
lonely and had fallen for a much 
younger woman named Rebecca 
Maud. He was in his 60s while 

she was in her 20s. Apparently they had developed a 
friendly relationship. At some point he began to refer 
to her as his ''sweetheart'' and 
proposed. She declined his offer 
despite the urging of her friends to 
marry him. She later married Wal- 
lace Holmes and Russell did not 
speak to her for a year. 

They were soon on good 
terms but Russell's infatuation for 
her did not end. When she became 
pregnant he offered her $40,000 to 
name the child after him if it was 
a boy. She accepted his offer and 
named the baby boy after him. But 
the baby did not live and Russell 
died soon after. 

Before Russell died, he had 
hired J. E. Norton Shaw to be the 
executor of his will. Russell called a 
meeting with Mrs. Holmes and Mr. 
Shaw and instructed the attorney 
to invest the $40,000 in bonds for 
Mrs. Holmes. At least that is the 
story Mrs. Holmes told in court. 

Rebecca Holmes and J. E. Norton Shaw were to 
attend a hearing on November 29, 1926 due to objec- 
tions raised by the town of Acushnet. The town had 
questioned the nearly $40,000 paid to Mrs. Holmes and 
two payments made to Mr. Shaw of $2,200 and $1,700. 
The money had come from Mr. Russell's estate. 

The hearing would not take place. On Thanks- 
giving, Mr. Shaw spent the day with his friends and 
family in a cheerful mood. The court hearing, his friends 
would later say, didn't seem to bother him. The Friday 
after Thanksgiving, Shaw went to his office as usual and 
left at the end of the day, leaving the papers related to 
the estate and court hearing on his desk in preparation 
for Monday's hearing. 




He came home around 3:30 and changed in to 
some old clothes and grabbed his shotgun. He told his 
housekeeper, Catherine Sherman, he saw a rat in the 
yard on the way in and he was going out to shoot it. At 
about 4:45 he came back in the house and said the rat 
had got away. Shaw then went up stairs where his wife 
was getting dressed for her evening walk. A moment 
later a shot rang out. 

"My God, I've shot my wife! The gun went off! 
Call Dr. Tilden, quick!" he yelled down to the house- 
keeper. 

Ms. Sherman ran to the phone to call Dr. 
Tilden who said he would be right over. Putting down 
the phone she turned to hurry up the stairs when she 
M^JTli^^VI heard the second shot. 

After Dr. Tilden arrived he 
called for Dr. Raymond Baxter of 
I Marion a medical examiner. They 
ii examined the Shaw's as they lie 
^ dead in the bedroom; Mrs. Shaw 
with a gunshot wound to the 
chin and neck, Mr. Shaw with a 
gunshot wound to the head. 

Mr. Shaw's aged mother, who 
lived across the street from the 
Shadows, was unaware of the 
tragic events that had taken place. 
For days afterward no one had 
the heart to break the bad news. 

Initially, Dr. Baxter ruled the 
incident an accidental homicide 
and suicide. A week later while 
the Shaw's bodies lay in their 
home for the funeral services, 
the District Attorney Winfield M. 
Wilbar, stated that Dr. Baxter ex- 
ceeded his authority in the ruling. 
Later a private inquest was held and the judge later 
agreed with Dr. Baxter's findings. 

However, Shaw and Holmes were later 
charged with conspiracy to deplete the Russell estate. 
Judge Mayhew R. Hitch found that Russell was incom- 
petent of the time he gave Mrs. Holmes $40,000. She 
was charged with maladministration and Mr. Shaw 
was charged with fraud. 

Two years later the house was sold to Benja- 
min S. Blake of Weston, Mass. Today, the house is no 
longer known as the Shadows and the Shaws lie side 
by side in the quiet Cushing Cemetery as moss grows 
over their neglected headstone seemingly trying to 
hide the tragic history of the end of their lives.

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The University of Virginia. He also attended Virginia Tech and 
the University of Houston. He was awarded an honorary Doc- 
tor of Science from the University of Vermont in 1977. 

While at the University of Vermont he was president of 
the flying club. His love of aeronautics began at age 16 when 
he acquired his pilot's license. He maintained a long-term 
association with The University of Vermont by conducting a

He left JSC to go to NASA Headquarters becoming the 
Assistant to the NASA Deputy Director and later NASA Chief 
Engineer. He retired from NASA after 36 years of service. 
He received numerous awards and citations during his NASA 
career. 

After his NASA career, he worked for Ford Aerospace 
Corporation in Washington, D. C. He then became a consultant 
to the Director at the Department of Defense at the Missile 
Defense Agency.

Pacific Rim, Starring Charlie Hunnam and Idris Elba. 
Directed by Guillermo del Toro. Running time: 132 min- 
utes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Now that Peter Jackson seems to be lost in Middle 
Earth until further notice, Guillermo del Toro is the most 
lovably rabid fan of monsters that cinema has. I like to 
imagine del Toro as a kid, slathering paint on his Aurora 
monster models, devouring dog-eared issues of Famous 
Monsters, and staging epic fights between his toy robots 
and his toy monsters, going "Rrrrgh'' and "Dssssh'' and 
other clash-of-the-plastic-titans sound effects that little 
kids vocalize. Unlike a hack like Michael Bay, who was 
only in the Transformers movies for the money, del Toro 
lives and breathes this stuff like mythopoetic oxygen. 

Pacific Rim, his first directing gig in five years, fol- 
lows the blueprint of his other semi-mainstream stuff like 
Blade II and the two Hellboy films — it's loud and bom- 
bastic, with copious imagination and perversity snuck 
through a side door Time will tell if del Toro is still inter- 
ested in making smaller, more intimate masterpieces like 
Cronos, The Devil's Backbone or Pan's Labyrinth, but at least 
here he shows he can play the game. Pacific Rim is del 
Toro back in his childhood bedroom, slamming his toys 
together in a gleeful death match. In one corner you have 
the kaiju, gigantic sea monsters who slither ashore and 
decimate entire cities. In the other corner you have the 
jaegers, gigantic mechas steered by two pilots joined by 
neural "drift.'' Whenever a kaiju shows up — and they're 
starting to show up with greater frequency — the jaegers 
drop in via helicopter and punch the everloving snot out 
of the kaiju. Rrrrgh! Dssssh! 

There's a bit of what, these days, is forlornly 
called "the human element" here. Raleigh Becket (Charlie 
Hunnam) is a former master jaeger pilot, inactive for five 
years following the death of his brother and jaeger part- 
ner Raleigh mopes around in construction — the world's 
leaders have unwisely decided to build walls against the 
kaiju instead of continuing with the jaeger program — un- 
til his commanding officer. Marshal Stacker Pentecost (Id- 



ris Elba), pulls him back in. Raleigh teams up with newbie 
pilot Mako Mori (Rinko Kikuchi), who as a girl lost her 
family in a kaiju attack on Tokyo. There are other humans, 
like scientists Charlie Day (a kaiju enthusiast) and Burn 
Gorman (a mathematician), and various jaeger masters 
from different countries — it's almost an Olympics of 
dragonslayers — and the highly amusing Ron Perlman 
as Hannibal Chau, who salvages kaiju organs and does a 
brisk black-market business out of Hong Kong. 

But the script, credited to del Toro and Travis 
Beacham, isn't overly convoluted; the filmmakers know 
why we're there, and it isn't necessarily to see the friction 
between Raleigh and a hotshot young Aussie pilot. No, 
we're there to see rrrrgh and dssssh, and del Toro gives it 
to us on a massive scale, often with a rising line of adrena- 
line that translates in the awestruck moviegoer's mind as 
"Yioly friggin' CRAP," or less reputable words to that ef- 
fect. Pacific Rim brings the wow and the chthonic thunder 
on a level that no other blockbuster this summer has man- 
aged. Still, del Toro is human, and he tosses in little gags 
and asides; a bit involving an executive desk toy stands 
out in my memory. The movie is rapturously sincere but 
never takes itself too seriously. At its peak efficiency it's 
one king-hell good earth-shaking time. 

And yet ... I miss the del Toro who found beauty 
in all the rugose freaks in the Hellboy films, who wove 
tapestries of frightened good and nightmarish evil in his 
foreign-language films. The same anticipatory excitement 
that draws some of us to a giant-robot- vs. -giant-monster 
epic directed by Guillermo del Toro — how could it not 
be the awesomest thing ever? — ultimately leads to a bit 
of a letdown when it isn't, in fact, the awesomest thing 
ever, but just relatively awesome: awesome relative to the 
movies that got it wrong (ahem. Transformers) and rela- 
tive to the mostly wan franchise place-holders preceding 
it this season. If Pacific Rim, as del Toro intended, fires up 
kids' imaginations and sends them running off to the bet- 
ter old Toho monster mashes or to the more recent Camera 
films of the '90s, it was money well spent. It's not really 
meant to appeal to us older del Toro fans, who know he's 
capable of richer and darker dreams; it's for the boys and 
girls building creatures in their bedrooms, who will look 
at Pacific Rim, the way del Toro looked at Cojira or King 
Kong, and say "I wanna do something like that when I 
grow up. I wanna build that world, make that happen. 
Rrrrrgh. Dssssh."
